“This is an exciting and estheti- 
cally pleasing idea,” he said. “But 
it seems more reasonable that 
the origin of life was a highly im- 
probable event. I believe a realis- 


tic assessment of the problem 
would show that the spontaneous 
generation of a self-replicating 
(eslf-producing) molecule, such as 
we suppose the first living thing 
to have been, is exceedingly im- 
probable in a random universe.”

Project Mercury (FHTNC)- 
Malcom L.Smith, boatswain’s 
mate second class, USN, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Burie Smith 
of Elba, Ala., served aboard 
the radar picket destroyer 
USS Vesole, a unit of the re- 
covery forces which the U.S.

He was at the 
Cape Canaveral control cen- 
ter to direct the force, which 
included 19 ships, over 50 
aircraft and a group of 
specialists in launch- 
site area, 

The around-the-world vigil 
maintained by the Pacific 
and Atlantic recovery forces,

marked the first time that 
Pacific Fleet forces had 
been specifically assigned 


to Project Mercury recovery 
Operations. However, in past 
spaceshots, all military units 
which possibly might be used 
were on standby during the 
shot. The landings of the 
two previous manned orbital 


flights terminated in the 
Atlantic. ;

In 
the scuffle, the policeman’s 
pistol was discharged and the 
youth was killed. Violence e 
rupted and scores of officers 
were called to break up the 


mob But shotguns were 
brought into play and three 
white officers were wounded, 
2 of them seriously. A total of 


75 policemen were needed to 
break up the mobs and even 
then it went on through the 
night 

The Negro officer turned in 
his resignation while the mob- 
sters gathered near the police 
Station shouting, “We want Ma 


son”. Israel Mason was the 


aged Negro policeman with 
whose gun the youth was kill- 
ed 


The home of the chief of 


police was set afire twice, and 
two shotgun blasts were fired 


through the front window of 


the police station. A rash of 


fires were set within an hour, 


and one wing of a school was 


destroyed by fire which put 
a thousand children out of 


school.

SPENDERS FOR SCHOOLS 


Schools in Alabama are not 
SO poorly financed as you may 
have heard. Nor is it true 
that other states get Alabama 
teachers because their schools 
are so much better than Ala 
bama schools. 

If Alabama’s schools were 
aS sorry compared to the 
schools of other states as some 
of the noise would make be 
lieve, other states wouldn't 
want our Alabama trained tea- 
thers. Sorry schools wouldn't 
produce “our good teachers’ 
for other states to draw away. 

If the schools of other states 
were so much better than Ala- 
bama schools, they'd have 
plenty of good teachers of 
their own without the importa- 
tion of “our good teachers”. 

If | were an Alabama teach- 
er not yet drawn away to some 
other state, and perhaps had 
not even had an offer from 
some of the other states that 
are out to get all of “the good” 
teachers, I'd feel kinder cheap 
when the criers are out crying 
that other states have gotten 
or are getting’ and about to 
get all of our “good teachers”. 
Being left in Alabama under 
such conditions would simply 
mean on its face that I wasn’t 
a “good teacher” 

The fact, it seems to me, is 
that Alabama has better 
schools and better teacher 
training else those other states 
wouldn’t want our teachers.

BATTLE OVER WATER 


On August 28, 1862, Braxton 
Bragg began a northward 
march from Chattanooga which 
developed into an ambitious 
invasion of Kentucky. He hop 
ed to swing Kentucky into the 
Confederate orbit, or at least 
to getymen and supplies for 
his army. The Union army un 
der Don Carlos Buell failed to 
anticipate Bragg’s move, but 
after it bacame apparent, oc- 
cupied Louisville, Kentucky 
On Octoler 8, 1862, the two 
armies fought an indecisive 
battle at Perryville, which is 
to be commemorated on that 
day one hundred years later 

On the move in the drouth 
Stricken state, Bragg came face 
to face with a lack of water 
for his army and in his thirst 
for water came upon an equal- 
ly thirsty enemy. Before dawn 
on October 8, skirmish over 
water rights took place at Doc 
tor’s Creek near Perryville, 
which developed into a major 
battle during the day. Neither 
side was able to throw all of 
its man power into the strug- 
gle, but the North won the wa- 
ter rights and Bragg’s army 
began its retreat into Tennes- 
see. 

Right Alabama _ regiments 
and five batteries participated 
in the battle of Perryville or 
Chaplin Hills. The Third Ala- 
bama Infantry sustained very 
heavy losses. According to 
Brewer it entered the conflict 
500 strong and came out with 
88 rank and file. Eleven other 
Alabama regiments in the area 
of battle were never thrown 
into the struggle. Notable Ala- 
bamians in the battle were Col 
onel John Herbert Kelley, 
srigadier GEneral S.A.M. Wood 
and Colonel W. W. Allen, the 
latter of Montgomery. 

Bitzg had accomplished one 
objective only the seizure 
of large quantities of supplies 
According to a Richmond new- 
spaper, “The wagon train of 
supplies brought out of Ken- 
tucky by Kirby Smith was 40 
miles long.” The battle mark- 
ed the end of Confederate at- 
tempts to invade Kentucky. 
But it also brought a reorgani- 
zation of the Union army in 
the West. Buell, who neglected 
to pursue Bragg after Perry- 
ville was rémoved and William 
S. Rosecrans placed in charge 
of the Union army.

According to Ellis, the main 
objective of the ban against 
livestock on diverted acres has 
been to prevent grazing that 
might partially offset the corn, 
grain sorghum, and wheat ad- 
justment under the diversion 
program. With killing frosts 
likely by November 1, over the 
main grain-producing area, the 
objective of the no-grazing ban 
would be satisfactorily met by 
that time. In addition, the im- 
portant period for protection 
of the diverted acreages also 
will have passed in most areas, 
and there is small likelihood 
that conservation cover would 
be severely damaged by per- 
mitting livestock on this acre- 
age on or after November 1. 

In the event of a statewide 
killing frost, the chairman de- 
clared, approval may be ob- 
tained for an earlier date for 
relaxation of the no-grazing 
ban. 


LIBRARY NEWS 


CROSS TRAILS REGIONAL 
LIBRARY SERVICE - COFFEE, 
CONECUH, COVINGTON, 
CRENSHAW, AND 
GENEVA COUNTIES 


Readers in the Cross ‘rails 
Regional Library System will 
have more new books this year 
than previously. The Alabama 
Public ‘Library Service has 
informed Cross Trails officials 
that the region will receive 
$12,000.00 for books this year. 
It received $8,000.00 from AP- 
LS last year for books. Mrs. 
Elizabeth P. Beamguard is di- 
rector of the Alabama Public 
Library Service. The Cross 
Trails Regional Library Ser- 
vice is composed of Conecuh, 
Coffee, Covington, Crenshaw 
and Geneva Counties. 

Circulation for the library 
region reached an all time 
height during the 1961-62 fis- 
eal year with a circulation of 
1,341,458. Of this amount 1,- 
134,107 books were read by 
children and 207,351 by adults. 

In addition to state assist- 
ance the library region is fin- 
anced by the following sources. 
Coffee County $6,060.00, City 
of Elba $710; City of Enter- 
prise $1,080.00; Covington 
County $9,178.25, City of Opp, 
$700.00; City of Florala, $315.; 
Crenshaw County $4,400.00; 
City of Luverne $710.00; Town 
of Brantley, $266.00; Town of 
Samson, $290.00; Town of Hart- 
ford, $312.00; Conecuh County, 
$4,440.00 and the City of Ever- 
green, $1,720.00. The Library 
Services Act will provide 
$4,565.72 of the .region’s oper- 
ating expenses this year. 

The library operates two 
bookmobiles and one station 
wagon serving 133 communi- 
ties, 11 public libraries, 83 
public schools, 2 hospitals, and 
making 57 house stops. In ad- 
dition to books, the service 
lends filmstrips, magazines, re- 
cordings and audio-visual e- 


quipment.
